Oden and McCullar, who repre- 
sented: Mrs. Williamson, engaged 
in a hot controversy and jumped 
to their feet and rushed toward 


each other, both uttering threats. 


Several Clashes. 


The controversy began when 
McCullar implied that Dr. Oden 
had intimidated employes of the 
hospital in getting them to make 
certain 
case. 

The two clashed 
throughout the hearing, 
declaring at one point that he 
would like to see Dr. Oden re- 
moved as superintendent of the 
hospital. 

When McCullar made his im- 
plication about intimidation, Dr. 
Oden advanced toward the attor- 
ney, his hand going into his pock- 
et. McCullar retaliated by declar- 
ing he would “tolerate no mon- 
key business,” and rushed toavard 
the superintendent. George Ken- 
nedy, assistant state welfare di- 
rector, stepped between them and 
separated them. Finally both took 
their seats, and the board went 
into executive session. 


Clash With Deen. 


McCullar and Braswell Deen, 
state welfare director, engaged in 
a brief clash, McCullar charging 
that Deen did not have certain 
witnesses at the hearing which 
had been requested. 
Talmage Dobbs ruled it was not 
Deen’s job to get the witnesses. 

In upholding Dr. Oden, who had 
first demoted the head nurse and 
then suspended her pending the 
hearing,. the board commended 
him “for his interest and actions 
for the welfare of the patients at 
the state hospital.” 

Mrs. Williamson, who was head 
nurse of a ward of 81 patients, 
protested her suspension and con- 
tended she was treated unfairly. 
“Miss Helen Bowen told the 
board that she paddled the 24- 
year-old patient “after she sat on 
the floor in the dining room, 
kicked and screamed” when trash 
was taken away from her. Miss 
Bowen previously had been dis- 
missed. 

“Four Blows,” 

“She was a pretty obstreperous 
patient and you didn’t think a lit- 
tle spanking would hurt her any- 
way, did you?” she was asked by 
Attorney McCullar. Miss Bowen 
said she did not think so, and 
added she struck the patient with 
a paddle, which was exhibited at 
the hearing, “about four times.” 

Mrs. Williamson testified that a 
nurse had been fired once before 
because of the patient involved in 
the case arfd declared the natient 
was hard to control. She also tes- 
tified that she received $48 per 
‘month until her demotion, when 
shé’received only $38 per month. 

Patient Crying. 

Dr. Oden estimated that the pa- 
tient had been struck 15 or 20 
times and that he rushed to the 
scene of the whipping when he 
heard the blows. 

“When I got there, the patient 
was sitting on the floor rubbing 
her thighs and crying,” he said. “I 
examined her and found welts on 
her thighs and back and her face 
had been slapped.” 

. Dr. George L. Echols, physician 

at the hospital, told the board he 
thought the patient “received a 
pretty good spanking” and added 
the head nurse should have inter- 
vened to prevent it. 


Department Store 
Sales Show Gain 


Atlanta department store sales 
‘for the week ending last Saturday 
gained 6 »er cent over the same 
week last year, but dropped 7 per 
cent below the preceding week, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta reported yesterday. 

Sales in the Sixth Federal Re- 
serve district for the same period 
increased 9 per cent over last year 
but declined 1 per cent from the 
previous week. 

For the four weeks ending the 
Ssamé date Atlanta sales showed a 
4 per cent gain while district sales 
rose 5 per cent over the corre- 
sponding period of 1939.

Delayed Crops 


State Market ServiceSays 
Peach Prospect Great- 
ly Improved. 


By The Associated Press. 
ATHENS, Ga., June 14,—The 
Marketing Service 
dry. weather 
continued to 
retard plant growth and cause ir- 
regular stands. 

A survey of the situation as of 
June 1 showed “Crops were con- 
siderably later than usual in all 
areas of the state.’ 

Crop prospects improved with 
general rains, but the dry fall re- 
sulted in the ‘‘poorest oat prospect 
In years.” 

Total production of peaches was 
expected to be much larger than 
fitst believed this season. An in- 
crease of 484,000 bushels to a total! 
of 3,484,000 bushels was predicted 
as compared with 1939. 

“Prospects improved materially 
during May in North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Georgia peach 
orchards,” the service explained. 
“Peak movement of Elbertas is not 
expected until the latter part of 
July in North Carolina. Produc- 
tion in Arkansas is expected to be 
smaller than last season in all im- 
portant producing sections except 
the Clarksville area. The Tennes- 
see peach crop is reported to be a 
near failure.” 

Revised figures on the 1939 cot- 
ton crop showed Georgians ginned 
919,349 bales, while the total for 
the nation was put at 11,815,759 
bales. This was an average yield 
of 227 pounds per acre in Georgia, 
and 237.5 for the nation.

Its 
great value is that it stands up 
better in contact with petroleum 
products.

Half of Needs. 

Germany’s normal rubber con- 
sumption Is about 100.000 tons a 
year. It is producing, at the best, 
about half of this amount out. of 
coke and lime. The United States. 
the biggest rubber consumer, re- 
quires about 600.000 tons a year. 
An enormous and indus- 
trial development would be neces- 
sary before all this could be ex- 
tracted from petroleum, the most 
likely source of butadiene in the

New Orleans 
Nazi Consulate 


Is Threatened

24-Hour Police Guard 
Ordered on Request of 
Envoy. 


NEW ORLEANS, 
(UP)—The German 
here was placed under 24-hour 
police protection tonight at re- 
quest of the consul general, Baron 
Edgar Von Spiegel. 

Von Spiegel, one-time officer in 
the German navy and World War 
U-boat commander, requested that 
the consulate be guarded a few 
hours after an afternoon New Or- 
leans newspaper carried a story 
quoting him as having warned 
that the United States must be 
careful in aiding the Allies. 

The story—which the Baron 
subsequently denied—dquoted him 
as saying that “Germany will not 
forget that when she was waging 
a struggle for her very life that 
the United States did everything 
in its power to aid her enemies.” 

Shortly after the paper ap- 
peared on the streets, if was un- 
derstood, the consulate began re- 
ceiving threatening, anonymous 
telephone calls. One t1ocport was 
that uncomplimentary ietters were 
thrust under the consulate door. 
Motorists stopped and shouted in 
front of the building. 

As soon as the Baron requested 
protection, the police department 
sped a squad car to the consulate 
and ordered two patrolmen to stay 
outside it. 

It was the first protest against 
the Nazi government's consular 
cffice here since the oresent war 
began. Nearly a year ago, Dr. 
John Harvey Sherman, president 
of the University of Tampa, Fla., 
testified in Washington before the 
Dies committee that Von Spiegel 
had sought to influence’ the 
school’s faculty by donation of 
German books. 

Von Spiegel explained the books 
were intended only as prizes for 
German scholars, that many Uni- 
versities and colleges in his eight- 
state jurisdiction had accepted the 
books with thanks.

ALLIES HAVE 7 BILLION 
TO BUY WAR GOODS 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—(P) 
United States officials estimated 
today that the British and French 
empires still have roughly $7,000,- 
000,000 of “quick assets” with 
which they could purchase sup- 
plies immediately in the United 
States. These assets include gold. 
cash deposits and American se- 
curities. 

The officials, however, indi- 
cated that lack of materials to be 
bought quickly was much more of 
a problem to the Allies than the 
availability of cash for payment.

Surveys Under Way.

This ma- 
terial is understood to have in- 
cluded more than 500 75-milli- 
meter field guns and 600,000 Lee- 
Enfield rifles of the World War 
period. In addition, the navy and 
marine corps have released — 90 
planes. 

After it was announced that 
$37,000,000 worth of equipment 
had been sold to a United States 
Steel Company subsidiary for re- 
sale to the Allies at cost, Anglo- 
French purchasing agents said 
that additional military supplies 
had been declared surplus by the 
War Department. The nature of 
this equipment was not disclosed. 

The War Department spokes- 
men said that no national guard 
equipment and no machinery of 
government arsenals had been 
made available for sale,

RECRUITING AN ARMY WASHINGTON, June 14.—Among 

many high-ranking War Depart- 
ment officials there is a strong belief that congress should enact some 
sort of compulsory military training: This country, except in war 
periods, has never used a draft system to fill up the army’s ranks, 
and army men are naturally reluctant to express themselves pub- 
licly. But there can be no doubt of a general feeling at the depart- 
ment that congress should act, and act before adjournment. 

The War Department reasons are extremely matter-of-fact. For 
the past six weeks the army has been trying to enlist 15,000 men, and 
only 8,000 have been recruited. With the regular forces about to be 
increased by 100,000 to 400,000 men, some sort of compulsion may be 
necessary. Meanwhile, the War Department has elaborate plans, 
made in co-operation with the governors of the 48 states, to bolster 
up its recruiting through the aid of state and local committees. 

Then, too, it is no great secret that, in the event of an increas- 
ingly probable German victory, the War Department envisions a 
regular army of 750,000 men, with 2,500,000 of trained reserves. It 
is obviously impossible to create such an armed force in a relatively 
short time without conscription. As one official closely in touch with 
the European war put it: “We might as well make up our minds that 
we need about three million excellently trained men. The sooner we 
start the training the better. This is obviously an emergency period. 


Six months may make the difference.” 
21-YEAR-OLDS War Department officials have two plans for 
‘ compulsory. peacetime conscription. Both are 
based on the principle that 50,000 men should be added each month 
for a period of six months, and 75,000 a month thereafter. With its 
present officers, the army cannot efficiently train more than 50,000 
new men a month. Both plans would require a one-year enlistment 
period, with the objective of building up a regular army of 750,000 
and an ultimate goal of 2,500,000 reserves. 

Every male in the country who is now 21 years of age would be 
subject to draft, under the first plan. From this group of 21-year- 
olds, numbering about 1,100,000, approximately 500,000 would be 
selected for training with. exemptions for those not physically fit. 
Under the second plan, the eligible list would include all men be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 30. A lottery system, similar to that used 
in the first World War, would be used to select 500,000 men as the 
first group to be trained. Exemptions would be the same as In the 
last war—physical unfitness, family dependency, key industrial posi- 
tions and so on. 

War Department officials advocating the first plan, while agree- 
ing that the selection of all males who are now 21 years old is arbi- 
trary, contend that only on that basis can the country develop a 
plan for. universal military training. Its obvious disadvantage would 
be the reluctance-of congress to limit the training of that age group.

NO YOUNG MEN TO TAKE THEIR PLACE More than once 


in recent trips 
to towns around Georgia I’ve heard from old doctors the statement 
that no young men are coming in to take their place. 3 

The youngsters, they say, are going off to get a medical education 
and then are setting up their offices in the larger cities. 

The trend, they say, works a twofold hardship. It works a hard- 
ship on the people of the rural communities, who do not have the 
medical service they should have. And it works a hardship on 
the old veterans of the little black bag who want to turn things over 
to a younger man and take it easy for awhile. 

The public health doctor is taking the place of the young men to 
a certain extent. of course. By control of malaria and typhoid and 
the other diseases which used to keep the doctor humping, they 
have made a healthier race and one which does not need so often 
the services of a doctor. 

But the public health service does not go into every county. And 
there’s still a need for the doctor with the zeal of the oldster of 
horse-and-buggy days—the type of man who'll fight storm and 
flood to get to the bedside of a patient who needs him. 

The financial rewards may be greater in

the city. But the doctor is still a man set 


apart among.men. Service to mankind still is, or should be, the pri- 
mary force that motivates him. 

The young man may feel that the rewards are too small. But I've 
talked to many a small town doctor lately. And they have done all 
right. They live in homes as nice as those of any of their neighbors. 
They have been able to educate their children. They never seemed 
to have suffered from hunger. 

As one of them expressed it: 

“It’s mighty nice to get a cash fee from every patient. But if a 
man’s baby is sick and I treat it and it gets well and he sends me a 
ham instead of money—well, I don’t object to that. It’s just as good 
a ham as I could have bought.” 

The young doctors are not alone in turning their faces away from 
the small home town toward the more promising vistas of the bigger 
cities. Young men and women in every walk of life have been doing 
it for years. Atlanta and her sister cities were built by the brains 
and labor of the youngsters who came to them from the small towns 
and the farm. 

t's been going on for generations and the cities have profited. 
But Georgia’s cities are not Georgia. Georgia is farm and town and 
city, and town and country need to have their own return to build 
within their native communities,

Sunday’s lesson, the Book of 
Haggai, is an appeal to the people 
of God to complete the temple in 
Jerusalem. Perhaps we_ should 
quickly review a bit of history 
here. In the spring of 536 B. C., 
90,000 Jews returned from cap- 
tivity in Babylon to Jerusalem. 
They found the historic city of 
their fathers in absolute ruin. 
Fifty years before Nebuchadnez- 
zar had destroyed the city. The re- 
turning Jews had raised the mag- 
nificent sum sof approximately 
$400,000 to rebuild the temple, but 
the money was insufficient to com- 
plete the temple, and the stubborn 
opposition of the Samaritans, 
aroused by the Jews refusing to 
allow them to bring their. idol 
worship into the new temple, de- 
laved the work for 14 years. It 
looked as if it would never be 
resumed. 

Haggai and Zechariah, in the 
year 520 B. C. called the Jews 
back to the task, and within four 
years the work was completed. 
Haggai’s appeal may be consid- 
ered under four distinct steps: 
first, the summons to rebuild; sec- 
ond, repeated messages of encour- 
agement; third, a proclamation of 
perseverance: fourth, the co-op- 
eration of Zerubbabel, the civil 
leader in Jerusalem.
